There  was  1 still-birth  (legitimate)  during  the  year, 
equivalent  to  a rate  of  0,15  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with 
0.35  for  the  country  generally, 

(c)  Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  as  belonging 
to  the  Urban  District  was  75*  This  is  equal  to  a death-rate  of  11,1 
per  1,000  compared  with  a rate  of  11,4  for  the  country  generally.  The 
comparability  factor  to  correct  the  crude  death-rate  for  age  and  sex 
distribution  in  the  Urban  District  is  calculated  by  the  Registrar 
General  at  0.76,  this  on  multiplication  with  the  actual  rate  gives  a 
comparative  death-rate  of  0,5  per  1,000  against  that  of  11,4  for  the 
country  generally.

(d)  Infant  Mortality  Rate  : 

There  was  1 death  (legitimate)  in  an  infant  under  1 year  of 
age.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  based  upon  the  number  of  live 
births  registered  during  the  year,  i.e.,  95>  is  equivalent  to  a rate 
of  11,0  per  1,000  births,  compared  with  a rate  for  the  country  of 
26.8
